AH ORIENTAL 
INFLATIONISTS. 


Marco Polo, the famous traveler 


who first wrote of the Tartars and 
Chinese and told stories of their 
manners arid customs, gives us what 
may be the first instance of an issue 
of greenbacks. Six hundred yea:« 
ago Knblui Kahn, King of the Tar; 
ta rs, adopted a financial system that 
nas its counterpart in America. \Ve 
quote the following from his ^book: 


With regard to the money of Kambalu, 


tlie great Kahn may bo called a perfect 
alchemist, for he rnakea it himself. He 
orders people to collect the bark -of a 
certain tree whose leaves are eaten by 
the worms that spin silk. The thin rird 
between the bark and tho interior wood 
is taken, and from it cards ate formed 
like those of paper, all blnck. He then 
ciausos tlicm to be cut into pieces, and 
Oiich is declared worth respectively ha'f 
• livre, n whole 0110 a silver grosso of 
Venice, and so on to the value of ten 
bezants. All these cards are stamped 
with his seal, and so many are fabr£ 
oated that they would buy all the treas- 
uries in the world. He makes his pay- 
ments in them, and circulates them 
through the kingdoms and provinces 
over which he holds dominion, and none 
ilnres to refuse them, under pain ol 
duath. All nations under his sway re- 
-•civo nnd pay this money for their mer- 
chandise—gold, silver, precicms stones, 
and vhatav'jr they transport, buy 01 
sell. The merchants cfteu bring him 
Soocls worth -100,000 bezants, and he 
l>nys them all in thfi:io cards, whicL 
tboy willincjiy nbcept, because they can 
iiii.ke purchases with them throughou 
the whole cmpiic. He frequently com- 
mands ihoso who hnve gold, silver 
rioths of silk nnd gold, or other pre- 
cious commodities, to bring them to 
him. 
Then he calls twelve men, skill 


fid in these matters, »ud commands 
thorn to look at the articles and fix their 
price. Whatever the;: name is paid in 
chose cfinls, which uhe^ merchant coi' 
.liidly receives. 
In this mariner the 


great sire possesses all the gold, silver, 
pcurls, aad precious stones iu his do 
minions. When any of the cards nre 
toni or spoiled, the owner carries then 
to the place whence they were issuic 
nul receives fresh cues, with a deduc 
non of thi'ee per cent. 
* * * This 


is tho reason why tho Kahn has mo:e 
treasure than nuy other lord iu the 
world; nay, all the priuces in the world 
together have not aa equal amount. 


This throws our inflationists into

IHPKOraiESTOF^rHE CITY. 
Since the commencement of this 


year, first-class brick . buildings to 
the value of over half a million dol- 
lars have been erected, or are in 
course of erection, and tho number 
of frame dwelling houses built is 
apparently greater than heretofore, 
during a period of six months. It is 
no* too high to place tho value of all 
these improvements at seven hun- 
dred thousand dollars. 
In the 


meantime there has been unusual ac- 
tivity in macadamizing tho streets, 
building sewers and laying down 
sidewalks. The people are building 
up the city as fast as they can and are 
making money by their investment. 
Tliore is a brisk demand for new 
houses as fast as they are ready for 
occupancy, and there is a rush of 
applicants for business 
property. 


The railroad people have given us a 
new ferry, which will be of greater 
service in. a month or two, after a 
little more dredging at the entrance 
to the harbor. 


The city government is running 


very smoothly and quietly and there 
is an efficient administration of af- 
fairs. It might be a little more ac- 
tive, however, and see if some in> 
portant interests cannot be promoted 
by appropriate action. 
The last 


Legislature gave us a new street law 
and it also vested the Council with 
power to extend the streets to deep 
water.

whenever asked for. It is evidently 
time to ask for it and see if these as- 
surances were reliable.

undertakes 
to

matter, but we believe that these ob- 
stacles can be overcome without liti- 
gation, if the task is set about in the 
right manner. 
The Council has 


numerous committees, but none that 
is charged with [the important duty 
of attending to water front matters, 
which involve tho highest interests 
of the city. A little attention might 
also be paid to the ornamentation of 
tho city. Tho public squares area 
disgrace instead of an ornament. 
Considerations of economy need not 
be urged, for Oakland is not so poor 
that she cannot indulge in a few 
municipal luxuries.
